“Such a waste is the seagull as a symbol.” 

It’s @ scavenger, she said, does not truly represent the 
character of Victoria and Vancouver Island, and creates 
unpleasantness in the minds of tourists. -- : 

“J wonder whether Mrs. Ash realizes the seagull is one 
of the few birds protected?” asked Visitors Bureau assistant 
commissioner Mike Heppell. 

And as a scavenger, the bird is pretty 
successful in keeping our beaches clean. 

In Salt Lake City (south of the border 
where our tourists come from) there's a 
seagull statue. Seems he saved the. city 
by destroying ravaging grasshoppers. 

Mr. Heppell- also- recalls a-war- hero 
adrift on a raft who noticed a clean white 
seagull soaring over his raft.

A 6%$-yearold Colwood boy 
drowned withtin sight of holi- 
daymakers Sunday at Rathtre- 
vor Beach, near Parksville, one 
of the safest bathing areas on 
Vancouver Island.
